In the most peculiar Town 
Meeting held in some years, 
the people of Wilmington voted 
to increase the size of the 
Wilmington Police and Fire 
Departments by three men, each, 
voted for a system of govern- 
ment of municipal sewerage, 
and then questioned closely 
the proposals for amending the 
By Laws, before voting in 
those by-laws, 


By the time the meeting was~~ 


completed the voters of Wil- 
mington had approved of the 
spending of $2, 293, 139.50 for 
the year 1960 - the biggest 
budget ever voted in a non- 
school building year, 

$96,000 of the money will be 
from available funds, instead 
of the $90,000 originally es- 
timated. 

An assist from the School 
Committee, in allocating the 
sum of $21,000 from Federal 
money available under Public 
Law 874 ( assistance because 
of residents in Federal em- 
ploy) reduced expenditures by 
this amount, and the tax rate 
by approximately 80 cents. The 
$21,000 was voted to be used 
for school bus transportation

YES WE HAVE NO RATIFICATION 

A considerable amount of energy, hot air and 
emotions were misdirected, Last RA tucaays on 
the subject of ratifying Article 29, having to 
do with Urban Renewal. The article sought to 
have the vote of Oct. 29, 1956 ratified, so as 
to remove certain legal doubts in the mind of 
the Town Counsel. At the behest of Selectman 
Don Kidder the article, instead, was voted "Yes 
We Will Not Ratify", which almost amounts to 
double talk. 

Mr.’ Kidder put the issue as a vote of con- 
fidence either for the Selectmen or the Housing 
Authority. 

He could have done much better if he had ap- 
proached the problem from a positive angle. If 
he had asked for a vote of Ratification, and 
amended it so that at the same time there was 4 
vote of No Confidence in the Housing Authority 
the damage to the latter organization, which he 
ves seeking, would have been much more devaste- 

ng. 

It was brought out several times during the 
hour long discussion that the final vote will 
be when and if the final plans are voted on by 
the town. 

And the vote of last Saturday cannot be ar- 
gued as a really decisive vote, because about 
one third of the voters present, perhaps con- 
fused by the double talk, sat on their hands. 

The result of the vote wag: If the 1956 vote 
was valid it is still valid, and if it was in- 
valid it is still invelid. 

As a sidelight we might remark that for the 
first time in 30 years the Town Counsel has 
spoken up on personal rather than legal opin- 
ions, and that further we had the amusing pic- 
ture of having William Agreeable Smith, Charles 
Henry Black and Joseph Francis Courtney snug- 
gled down in the same bed ~ wishing the article 
to be tabled, rather than voted.
